D1 
Walluce Miller of Enterprise 
and Mr. James McLin of Dale 
ville serve as co-chairmen of 
the District VII Committee 

Youth will be authorized to 
work 240 hours each during 
the summer 4nd will be paid 
$2.00 per hour in accordance 
with the new minimum wage 
rate. The program will give 
youth a chance to “see how 
the work world operates, gain 
meaningful work experience 
and obtain needed earnings to 
return to school in the fall.”

That Youthful Feeling Begins 
With Good Protein Breakfast 


By LELORD KORDEL 


Number Twenty-Two of a Series 
For years you've been assured that “life begins at 


forty.” 


And so it does—if your middle years are pro- 


tected from the serious ailments that often sneak in with 
the 40th birthday. But I doubt if you’ve given much 
thought to the fact that youth begins at breakfast. 


I consider breakfast the most 
important meal of the day. For 
me it is always a high-protein 
meal, with little or no pure 
starch of any kind. There’s a 
solid nutritional basis for this. 

My breakfast menu some- 
times causes comment among 
my fellow breakfasters when- 
ever I am away from home. I 
remember one morning in the 
dining room of a Pittsburgh ho- 
tel when I ordered sliced or- 
anges, two broiled lamb chops, 
and a cube of cheese for my 
breakfast. The waitress repeat- 
ed ‘the order as though I had 
ordered hummingbird tongues. 


CANNIBAL’S BREAKFAST! 


But the weary-looking couple 
at the table next to mine evi- 
dently didn’t agree with my 
choice of breakfast. For, as the 
waitress placed the platter of 
nicely browned chops in front of 
me, I heard the woman murmur 
to her husband, “Disgusting! A 
regular cannibal’s breakfast.’’ 
And then she and her husband 
smugly downed their own all- 
starch breakfast of a patented 
cereal, sweet roll and coffee. 

Yet I'll wager that around 11 
o'clock that morning I had by 
far the more energetic body, 
and the best-controlled nerves 
of the three. And all because I 
had the foresight to supply my 
mind and body with the type of 
food—high-protein—that assures 
the most nourishent for mus- 
cles, nerves and brain cells. 

Although you may not have 
realized it, your disposition — 
your ‘‘mood’’ — for the day is 
largely determined by the kind 
of breakfast you eat. A high- 
starch breakfast starts you out 
for the day with your appetite 
temporarily appeased, yet with 
your digestive tract laboring un- 
der the burden of a lot of gooey 
food that probably will have you 
belching before you leave the 
table. 

A light breakfast of fruit 
juice, toast and coffee is not 
sufficient nourishment to carry 
the hungry body (remember,

you've not eaten for nearly 12 
hours when you sit down to the 
breakfast table) through a 
morning’s work with full vigor 
and efficiency, The word break- 
fast means exactly that— 
“break the fast.” 


FOODS FOR BREAKFAST 


Most high-protein foods are 
rich in thiamine, particularly 
egg yolk, lean beef and lamb. 
A splendid energy breakfast is 
one consisting of fruit (whole or 
sliced citrus fruits, not the juice 
alone, melon, berries, pineapple 
or other fresh or sun-dried 
fruits), scrambled eggs to which 
dry skim milk powder and 
grated cheese have been added 
for flayor and extra protein, 
served with a small portion of 
hot whole grain mush cooked in 
liquid milk made from powder- 
ed non-fat milk and served with 
honey. 

This business of skipping 
breakfast entirely is an extreme- 
ly foolish habit for anyone, but 
more particularly so for the 
person who wants to encourage 
his body to remain youthful, 
strong and vigorous. Many wom- 
en—men, too—entertain the 
false idea that by skipping 
breakfast they will “lose 
weight.” 

This reminds me of the near- 
ing-40 wife of a friend of mine. 
A devotee of the ‘I must diet” 
cult, she religiously skips her 
breakfast every morning, mo- 
mentarily quieting her rumbling 
stomach with several cups of 
strong black coffee and a ciga- 
ret or two, 


But along about 10 o'clock she 
is forced to succumb to those 
persistent hunger pangs which 
were not appeased by the black- 
coffee-and-cigaret breakfast. 
One or two white-bread sand- 
wiches are washed down, either 
by a soft drink from the refrig- 
erator or by more coffee, and 
topped off by a wedge of pie 
or a Slice of cake left over from 
a previous meal, 


CHEESE AND 
LAMB CHOPS 


She reconciles herself to the 
number of calories in this high- 
starch snack with the thought 
that she “saved a lot of calor- 
ies” by not eating breakfast. 

I need not explain that this 
hap-hazard dieter does not lose 
weight. 

If you can afford meat only 
once a day, I would be inclined 
to advise you to enjoy this splen- 
did high-protein food at break- 
fast—a leisurely breakfast that 
you've given yourself time 
enough to eat in comfort by 
arising a little earlier. 


EAT FRESH FRUIT 


Eat all the fresh fruit you 
want at breakfast, preferably 
the whole fruit. Fruit is a pleas- 
ant food with which to begin 
any meal, and is an excellent 
way of preparing the stomach 
for the other food to follow. 
If you like your morning cup of 
coffee or tea sweetened, for a 
real energy beverage try honey 
instead of white sugar. 

But whatever fruit, beverage, 
or high-protein dish you choose 
for breakfast, no pure-starch 
foods. No white-bread toast, no 
sweet rolls, no devitalized cer- 
eals, 


Now about lunch and dinner. 
My handy ‘Better Eating Plan” 
will help in proper selection of 
these meals.

Motorist 


Escapes 


At about 10:20p.m. Monday 
night, Mrs. Terry B. Nelsonof 
Rt. 1, Elba, received the scare 
of her lifetime and possibly 
came within minutes of losing 
her life. 

She was driving home with 
her six year old daughter from 
a church meeting in Elba when 
the incident happened. Along 
a deserted stretch of the Troy 
Highway, about five miles north 
of Elba, a car driven by a black 
male attempted to run her off 
the road. When this failed, 
the car dropped back and bump- 
ed into her 1970 Chevrolet 
three or four times. Then he 
managed to run her car off the 
highway and he cut in front of 
Mrs. Nelson’s car, jumped out 
and attempted to drag her from 
the car. An approaching car 
scared the assailant off, spar- 
ing Mrs. Nelson further trou- 
bles. 

This car left withthe driver 
promising to return (which he 
never did) and another 
motorist, Larry Andress of 
Troy, stopped a few minutes 
later and sounded the alarm 
for Mrs. Nelson. 

Mrs. Nelson was taken to 
Elba General Hospital and 
treated for shock. Her dau- 
ghter, Tracey Lynn, was taken 
home by members of her fam- 
ily. Mrs. Nelson’s husband 
works in the Mobile area 
and was summoned home, arri- 
ving about 4:00 a.m. Tuesday. 

Trooper Phelps questioned 
little Tracey smoothly after 
gaining her confidence only as 
an experienced father could do. 
The yound girl said, “He ump- 
ed into us four times I think. 
No, I didn’t see his face, just 
Mama saw him; and I think 
he went that way when he left,” 
(pointing north).

Commissioners Let Bids, Buy Truck 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in a regular meeting at the 
Courthouse in Enterprise, Al. 
at 10:00 a.m. on the 24th day of 
June, 1974 with the following 
members present: O. V. Waters, 
Don Smith, Byron Galloway, Flo- 
urnoy Whitman, J. A. Dyess, Ben- 
nie Beckham, and James L. 
Sawyer, Judge of the Probate 
and chairman. All members 
were present. 

Bids were opened on cutting 
of rights-of-ways .on highways. 
The bids were as follows, Foy 
D. Helms, Glenwood, Rt. 1, bid 
only on District #1-$42.00 per 
mile; Harold Hughes, Brundid- 
ge, Rt. 2, bid on all districts- 
$48.00 per mile; and Bill Car- 
son, Hartford, Rt. 3, bid on all 
districts-$52.50 per mile. 

There was a motion by J. A. 
Dyess seconded by Byron Gall- 


oway to give the bid to Foy D. 
Helms for District #1 at $42.00 
per mile and Harold Hughes for 
Districts 2, 3 and 4 at $48.00 
per mile. All members voted 
in favor of this proposal. 

Bids were opened on equip- 
ment from the commodity office 
which the County is selling. The 
bids were as follows: Bill Ray- 
Conveyor Belt-$51.95 and 14 foot 
counter-$31.59; J. W.Coon-Con- 
veyor Belt-$50.00. A motion 
was made by O. V. Waters, se- 
conded by Byron Galloway that 
the bid on the Conveyor Belt be 
rejected and the bid onthe count- 
er be accepted from Bill Ray 
for $31.59. All members app- 
roved this motion. 

Bids on a 1974 pick-up truck 
for Commissioner J. A. Dyess 
were opened. They read as fol- 
lows: City AutoSales-$3,688.77; 


Cook Chevrolet, Inc.-$3,563.28; 


and Dowling Truck and Tractor 


Co.-$3,400.00. 

A motion by Flournoy Whit- 
man seconded by Byron Gallo- 
way proposed that the bid be 
accepted that meets  specifi- 
cations from Cook Chevrolet, Inc. 
for $3,563.28. All members 
voted in favor of this proposal. 

Kenneth Ball, county health 
department administrator, asked 
for the sanction of the commi- 
ssioners on a proposed health 
regulation before having it app- 
roved by the county health board. 
The water and sewer connec- 
tions of a dwelling would have 
to be approved and upon approval 
would be issued a certificate. In 
order for the dwelling to be con- 
nected to electric and gas utilities 
the owner would have to present 
the certificate of approval to the 


connecting utility. company. 
A motion by Bennie Beckham 
seconded by O. V. Waters pro- 


posed that $250.00 be paid to 


the City of Enterprise toward 
the operation of a machine to 
check ownership of automobiles 
through tag numbers. In a mat- 
ter of a few minutes, the name 
of the owner of a vehicle can 
be obtained. simply by feeding 
in the tag number. The mach- 
ine is hooked into a nationwide 
setup. The entire county uses 
this machine. Its operation is 
through an LEPA grant. The 
grant pays 90% of thé costs of 
running the machine, while the 
State pays 5% and the County 
the remaining 5%. All voted 
in favor of the proposal. 
Invitations to bid for a Ditch 
Digging machine were sent out 
in a motion by Flournoy Whit-

The bids are to be opened on 
July 8, 1974. All favored the 
motion. 

A motion by Flournoy Whit- 
man seconded by Byron Galloway 
to send a resolution to the Goy- 
ernor of Alabama and the High- 
way Director to appoint Earl 
Cone to Secondary Road Engin- 
eer due to the retirement of 
Mr. B. C. Goode. All voted 
in favor of this proposal. 

O. V. Waters made a motion 
seconded by J. A. Dyess for the 
Coffee County Commission to 
send a resolution to Mr. B. C. 
Goode for the good he has done 
for Coffee County Alabama. All 
present voted in favor of the 
motion. 

J. A. Dyess motioned for ad- 
journment seconded by Byron 
Galloway. All voted aye. 


Coffee County Deputy 
Sheriff Ray Norris answered 
a routine report of someone 
breaking into a rural home in 
the wee hours of Tuesday mo- 
rning, June 18th and after 
arresting one party, step-by- 
Step solved a break-in occur- 
ring in Opp on the previous 
Sunday night and recovered 
two suitcases filled with stolen 
drugs. Further investigation 
in Opp, in co-operation with 
the Opp Police Department, 
uncovered other drugs and re- 
sulted in further arrests. 

Bobby Ray Phelps was 
arrested in a north Coffee 
County home at 2 a.m. Tues- 
day. He was on the couch in 
the living room of the home 
and no one else was there. 
Norris noted the young man 
was apparently high on some 
drug and when he picked up 
the youth’s shoes, a hemastat 
and empty drug vile fell from 
the boot. The youth then told 
Norris there was more in his 
suitcase, as evidenced by the 
picture above. 

However, talking with this 
hewspaper two days later, 
Phelps said he didn’t remem- 
ber anything but going into 
the doctor’s office Sunday night 
and waking up in jail on Tues- 
day. Phelps is charged with 
possession of narcotics and 
also possession of stolen 
goods. He has made no effort 
to deny either charge. 

Arrested after further in- 
vestigation were Jerry Mills of 
Covington County; Donnie 
“Wormy” Williams and Larry 
“Wolf Man” Phelps of Opp. 
Mills confessed to helping with 
the break-in of Dr. Wheeler 
A. Gunnells’ office and showed 
law officers where the balance 
of the stolen drugs were hidden. 

Statements by these two 
youths led officers to obtain 
search warrants for the trail- 
ers of Williams and Larry 
Phelps. During these search- 
es, the officers found more of 
the items stolen from the doc- 
tor’s office and other illegal 
drugs as well as one bag of 
marijuana seed. 

Officers participating inthe 
investigation with Norris were, 
Opp Police Chief Shirley Tur- 
man, Assistant Chief Jerry 
Brannon, Officers Robert Earl 
Anderson and John Ellis. 

Also found in the search 
were several prescription pads 
stolen in Elba from the offices 
of Drs. Crook and Kim.
